It is eer- 
tain that song is a necessary product of ele | 
mental human life, and it ie as natural to the | 
primitive man to sing when he is joyful or ead | 
as it is to anyone to ak when ie excited 
or angry. Greek music had plenty of variety 
as well as charm, and in ite richness and flexi- | 
bility Gregorian music is a true derivation from i 
the parent stock. Greek dit was alwaye simple 
ga well as dignified. To the products of the | 
Greek genius at ite beet, whether architecture, | 

try, or vase-painting, we instinctively attr- | 
ute directness of expression, and a noble 
emotion restrained and controlled by the love 
of truth. Nothing was more highly char- 
acteristic of the Greek spirit than her music 
whieh was composed by her lyric and dramatic 
poete as a setting to thelr immortal works. 
All that we have left of these compositions 
now is their rhythm. 

The lecturer then treated of Greek choral 
rhythm, and gave as the main illustration of 
ite melodie interpretation the “Ode te the 
Love God,” from the Hippolytus of Euripides.
